In every ton of barley the farmer sells 
thirty-two pounds of nitrogen, fifteen and 
one-half of phosphoric acid and nine of pot- 
ash. Ifa man will persist in selling a ton 
of hay and a ton of oats—the two tons for 
$30—he will sell as much of the elements of 
fertility off his farm as he will dispose of in 
two tons of fat swine for $200. tf he sells 
fat beef he wi sell about one half 
more for $200 than he sells in the other 
case of primitive products for $30, If he 
sells cheese, he will get for the cheese $200 , 
a ton, and sell less in one ton than in two 
and one-half tons of hay for $25. If a man 
will sell a ton of hay for $10, he will sell 
about eighty-seven times more out of his 
farm than he will for $500 in butter at 25 
cents per pound. Cheese is more exhaustive. 
Vine butter is nearly a carbon, but strong 
butter has some nitrogen in ammonia ; 
strength acquired in that way has not any 
money value.—Prof. Robertson, Dairy 
Commissioner. 


Orchard Cultivation. 

The plan we have been following at -the 
Central Farm is to crop the ground, leaving 
space of four or five feet on each side of the 
tree to be cultivated. This cultivator 
should be run over this strip every ten days 
up toJuly 20th, The trees will now Me 
left to follow their own course. The ground 
willnot be cultivated except enough to 
keep down the larger weeds; this is in order 
that the trees may thoroughly ripen their 
wood, ‘lo ripen they must not Es forced 
after the 15th or 20th July. Whe more 
liquid matter in the branches of a tree as it 
approaches winter, the move likely isit to be 
damaged from the frost. As the tree 
approaches, winter, the liquid matter in the 
cells of the young wood gradually solidifies 
and chapges into forms of starch and sugar, 
Tt follows thit the greater proportion of 
solid matter we have in the twigs and new- 
ly formed wood the less liable we are to 
have the tree damaged by frost, because 
the dam: irises from the sudden expan- 
sion of the liquid matter under the action 
of frost and consequently rupture of the 
cells, Ifthe twig of « well ripened tree 
is taken in the fall and o longitudinal 
section is made, a little iodine then ap- 
plied to “the wound you will bali 
see by the aid of a magnifying glass 
the starch respond to the test-by turning 
blue ; this is an indication of a well ripened 
twig. On this hinges one point in the cul- 
tivation of trees which it is most important 
to bear in mind; the tree must be well 
vipeaed before it goes into winter quarters 
and those varieties that donot thoroughly 
ripen their wood are the ones that frequent- 
ly suffer from the cold of winter. For 
instance among forest trees the Catalpa and 
Yellow Locust will vipen their wood as a 
rule only where the summer season is two 
or three weeks longer than at Ottawa or in 
seasons specially favorable, consequently 
they are frequently injured by the cold of 
winter.—John Craig, Dominion Hortioul- 
turist. 


Good Ventilation, 


Upon no other subject conneeted with 
sanitary science has it scemed a task so 
hereulean as to diffuse information among 
the masses about ventilation. The effects 
of want of good ventilation are so subtle in 
their character, certain retribution for sing 
in this regard is so slow in coming, and 
when it comes is to uninformed people so 
seemingly unconnected with the sins, that 
it is almost impossible to bring such people 
to sce the syelation potwecn ease and 
effect. At most only a languid assent 
can be extorted from their minds to the 
proposition that good ventilation is essen- 
tial to perfect health ; and when they are 
told by some petty heating contractor, 
possibly as ignorant as themselves, that 
the ventilation in a building is good, they 
accept the statement without question, un- 
less the facts to the contrary are so plain as 
to be detected by that most unreliable of 
organs, the human olfactory apparatus. In 
either of the other two phases of the busi- 
ness good work may be expected, al- 
though when the special expert is called 
upon to make a plan, specification and 
estimate for a contractor on some im- 
portant job, he-jvill often require all his 
firmness to hold up under the pressure for 
cheapness that will be brought to bear 
upon him, ‘Lhe most satisfactory of all 
ways in which to get designs for heating 
and ventilating apparatus is for the owner 
or architect to employ the expert under 
instructions that, while needless expendi- 
ture is deprecated, nothing the usefulness 
of which can be demonstnated; no feature 
for the introduction of which intelligent and 
satisfactory reasons can be assigned, is to be 
omitted, To get a good job the cost must 
not control but must depend upon what is 
needful. A good job must be the first aim; 
to get this as cheaply as possible is the 
subordinate end. Probably us good an ex- 
ample of a well designed heating and venti- 
lating apparatus as this country affords is 
that designed for and erected in the Metro- 
Pelitan Opera House, New York, Horethe 
pest results were reached—and only could 
have been reached—by putting cost into 
the background, —Engineering Magazine.

I suppose that nowhere else in the world 
are so many Wemen made so much of as in 
Chicago. ‘'Vhe privilege that goes without 
saying, and that is thought the least of, is 
that which makes them the absolute mis- 
tresses of their houses, ‘Tell me,” an Eng- 
lish gentleman asked me one day, “is it 
really true that in your country the 
women have charge of the household 
affairs entirely “by themselves, and do 
men consult them about the important 
affairs of their lives?

Quentin Matsys. 

Germany in tho fifteeth century produced 
much wrought iron work of a rather special 
character, such as the graye crosses and 
sepulchral monuments to be seen in the 
cemetries of Nuromburg, Tron was also em- 
ployed for well canopies, such as that at 
Antwerp attributed to Quentin Matsys. 
Originally a blacksmith from Louvain, he 
came to Antworp to seek his fortune, 
Yhere, as the story goes ho fell in love with 
the daughtor of a painter, and, to propitiate 
tho daughter as well as her father, oxchang- 
ed the anvil for the painters’ palatte, and 
before his death, in 1531, he was success- 
fulin helping to raise the school of Antwerp 
to a colebrity equal to that of the schools of 
Bruges and Ghent.

It bears a close resemblance 
to the common sow thistle, hayinga flower 
not unlike that of the dandelion, but the 
flower stock, especially neor the stalk is 
quite hairy, This weed being o perennial 
is likely to prove far more troublesome than 
the annual eow thistle aud consequently 
should be kept under,”

A good sheep will pay ita own expences 

with wool. 

Sheep shelter that is wet underfoot is 
‘dangerous to the flock. 

The necessary food for sheep should ali be 
Brown upon the farm. 

You can keep good paying sheep for less 
money than you can keep poor ones, 

When a sheep dies, it usually leaves wool 
enough to pay funeral expenses, 

_ _ Oneadvantage in keeping good stock is 
that it encourages better feeding. 

Properly managed a few sheep can be 
made to materially lessen the waste on a 
farm, 

A straw shed makes a good shelter for 
sheep, provided care is taken to have it dry 
under foot. 

Plan to supply green food as long and as 
late as Hee ae ; Mt is the long feeding on 
dry feed during the winter that often plays 
the mischief with sheep. 

Tt is almost folly to undertake to raiso 
early lambs unless care is taken in good sea- 
son to provide good shelter for the ewos as 
well as for the lambs. ‘To make lambs pro- 
fitable they must be thrifty from the start, 

Within the last thirty years the wool pro- 
duction of the United States has very near- 


ly trebled, yet it could double it again with- 


out more than meeting the requirements for 


_ its own consumption. 


Tn the autumn, after the crops are harvest- 
ed, is a good time to kill weeds. A small 
flock of sheep will help greatly in this if you 
turn them in succession Tinto the various 
fields where herbage is rather scant. A 
dozen head will in this way clean a hundred 

 @cre farm very completely, and in a short

SOIL FOR HOUSE PLANTS. 
A good soil for house plants in made by 
procul some of the black earth found in 
ecayed stumps, Sift it, and see that there 
are no worms in if, and mix with it soms dry 
garden soil. Talways use this when I can 
getit. With this soil, and good drainage, 
plants will grow finely, and require little or 
no stimulating, Sometimes a fence rail ora 
aatick of wood becomes imbedded in the 
earth and decays this toil is excellent, when 
fine to mix with common earth. I often 
mix with this stones or pieces of broken 
flower pot that I use for drainage pieces of 
burnt bones, Throw the bones which are 
left from the kitchen into the fire and the 
next morning you will find pieces that can 
be easily broken with the fingers, In repot- 
ing plants where this has been used, | often 
find the little roots of the plant fastened to 
the bits of bone as if they liked it, Some 
of it crushed to powder, is good to mix with

over, They are on the other hand, those 
girls and boys, “hose,” to use Wendell 
Holmes’ words, “race has been bred to 
bodily labor.” Nature has adapted the 
family organization to the kind of a life t 
hos lived. The hands and feet by constant 
uee have no more than thoir share ot deve 
lopement, the organs of thought and expres 
sion less than their share, Tae fincr'inatincts 
are lalent and must be developed, A youth 


of eleboration, You must not expect too 
much of any such. And while the public 
school cannot do as much for them asit does 
for those whose finer instincts are developed, 


yet, it educates them in a few degrees higher 
than they could otherwise have been edu- 


-eated ; the fault is not with the system of 


education, but with the system of ancestors, 
Uunfortunately for us, the youth who 
was born educated is not the one who 
thinke of school teaching as a profeseion, 
unless he finds that he can do so with 
advantage to himself in order to take a 
higher position in the world; he uses it 
merely aga stepping stone, and as soon as he 
can leave the profession he does so, for 
neither the emolumenta of office, nor the 
social position it thrusts him into are to be 
desired. On the other hand, it is an up- 
going in the scale of life for the one- 
generation man, and if the form of letters 
received from home is more strongly im- 
pressed upon his mind than the polite form 
taught him at school, it is but natural, and 
if his rules of syntax are learned only in 
arrot fashion and he has been used to hear- 
ing the Queen’s English mutilated all his 
life, the mutilated state seems more proper 
to his ears than the perfect state, and he 
naturally returns to it in common use—or 
when he is off guard. It is the majority of 
this class of certified teachers who seek 
achools—and many of them get them because 
refined people do not want them. The few 
réfinedly—educated teachers are quickly 
picked up and placed in the large cities, 
there are not enough of them to go around, 
And supposing there were enough of them 
to go around, how would they like to leave 
their homes and friends and come to Regina 
or to Winnipeg or to any of our North- Weav 
towns as teachers? How would they be 
received socially? How many parents of 
refined children would call upon them or 
try to make life a little pleasant for them? 
We wager not one, but the one“generation 
RSS le would be kind to them, and their 
indness could not be appreciate: 
they are made of such different clay, 
Would the money they make compensate 
for their exile from home and their ostracism 
from their own kind? We clipped this ovt 
of the Toronto Afail, it answers for itself : 
“A female teacher wanted for the Regina 
(N, W. T.) Protestant Public schools, hold. 
ing a first or second class certificate ; salary 
$480 per annum; duties to commence at 
once, Send testimonalsto Reginald J. Steel, 
Secretary.” 
Four hundred and eighty dollars! Io 
rongh calculation that means a dollar for 
three hours teaching in the morning anda 
dollar for three hours teaching in the after 
noon, nothing for Saturdays nor for 
Sundays nor for holidays. A first or 
a second class certificate costa years of toi 
and study—the expense of booke, the worry 
of examinationa, the very hard work of the 
training school and the consequent wear an 
tear upon the nerves, Four hundred anu 
cighty dollars for all that ! Do not say Mr. 
Turnock, that our system of education does 
not educate, say rather that it does not pay. 
_If we wart cultured teachers for the 
rising generation of this country, they must 
Le recognized as cultured people by the 
social world, and they must receive enough 
money to compensate them for arduous 
duties. —Vachange,

PIGS ON THE ®ARM, 


The average farmer keeps two or three 
pigs to eat up the wastes and left overs from 
the table and dairy department, It costs 
praotitally nothing to keep them, and they 
supply plenty of pork, sausage and fresh 
ment for the table, besides bringing in a 
little money in the late fall of the year. In 
fact, wherever cows are kept one or more 
pigs should be reared all of the time, The 
Wastos of the dairy are considerable and it is 
poor farming where they are not utilized, 
Tho wasto milk and whey alone are sufficient 
to koep several piga the year round, A 
word about this general food for piga or 
awill, kept in barrels, should be said for 
thoso who atill follow tho old practico of 
dumping the wastes from tho dairy in it 
until it is needed for the pigs. This swill 
barrel {a nover washed or scalded out. The 
awill is dumped into it, and part of it is 
allowed to sour and ferment, and whon Is is 
finally fod to the pigs it is pretty poor food. 
Farmors who live up to this old idea that 
pigs care for sour food os much ns for rweot 
do not save much of the wastes of the dairy 
aftor all. This swill, iastead of supplying 
tho pigs with nutriment, docs not do much 
more than give them all the liquid they 
noed, Corn, grain or grasa must bo given 
in considerable quantities to make them 
grow and fatton,— Wisconsin Agriculturist,

before the fiery element could be mastered. 
Constable McGowan at once instituted en- 
quiries and learned that a young man 
answering the discription of one seen near 
the burning buildings had put up at the 
Palace Hotel, Smith Falls, and the chief 
went in search of him. At the hotel he 
learned from the proprietor that a young 
man had arrived there about 10,30 in the 
eyeinng and at once went to the barber 
shop to get a shaye, He was noticed to 
act very strangely, as though partically 
intoxicated, and he fainted twice while in 
the barber chair. He then asked for a 
room and being shown one locked himself 
in, refusing to converse with any one, Chief 
learning these particulars went to the room 
and asked the man his name, which he 
zave as Charles Kingsley, He was next 
Invited to give an account of himself, when 
he answered that he bad been ontin the 
township of Kinley visiting an uncle. The 
chief asked him if he did not visit the 
house of Mr. Lucky, and if he did not set 
fire to the premises, adding that he would 
have to arrest him on the charge of mur- 
dering Mr. and Mrs. Lucky and_ their 
daughter. The young man declared that 
he did not know anything about the mur- 
der of Mr. and Mra. Lucky, but about 
twenty minutes afterwards he confessed 
that his own name was Lucky, and that he 
was the son of John Lucky, the murdered 
man; he was then taken to the gaol. 

He had just arrived in Smith Fall from 
the central prison, Toronto on Saturday 
morning, He had been sent np last fall 
for stealing a fur coat from his smployer. 
a farmer living near Ottawa. He says 
he saw the house of his father burning, 
but was not enough interested to go near 
the scene, He stoutly devied having been 
near the house or haying seen his parents. 
An examination of the prisoner’s clothes 
shows blood-stains on the yest, coat and 
pants and in some places an effort has been 
made obliterate the marks with a penknife. 
The inside of the trousers’ pockets were 
badly stained with blood. ‘The young man 
tells different stores about his actions and 
scema to be unable to give any clear rea- 
sons as towhy he visited the locality of 
his own home. 

The case was investigated on Wednes- 
day by @ coroner’s jury, when the follow- 
ing verdict was rendered: 

“That the prisoner, Charles Lucky, 
did willfully, with malace aforethought, 
murder the said John J, Lucky, Sr, 
Martha Lucky and Mary Ann Ducky.” 

During the cendering of the verdict the 
prisoner did not even change color and 
was quite indifferent to the charge hanging 
over him, taking everything as a matter of 
course. He was immediately taken to 
the jail, at Brockville, by Chief Constable 
McGowan and Detective Grier, After the 
rendering of the verdict and before ho left 
for Brockville, his brother and wife visited 
him ot the hotel when he broke down and 
wept bitterly, exclaiming “I am innocent 
of the crime, and, thank God, there are no 
blood stains on my hand,

Many handsome steam yachts already hail 
trom the several important lake ports, and 
Detroit has just added to her former fine 
fleet a new Herreechoff built craft, named 
the Truant, built to the order of Truman H, 
Newberry, and of the following general 
dimensions: 130 feet over all, 108 feet on 
water line, 17 feet S inches beam, and six 
feet draft of water. The yacht made the 
passage from Bristol, R.I., ian good time, 
and proved herself an excellent sea boat, as 
well a*.affording ull modern conveniences as 
afamily cruising yacht. The Truant is a 
valuable addition to Detroit’s fancy tonnage, 


The improvements which have been effect- 
ed in sailing ships during the past ten years 
have resulted not only in great economy in 
working, but also in comfort to the crews. 
This is very strikingly exemplified by the 
large cargoes carried and the comparatively 
small crews, One of the most completely 
equipped sailing ships built in England is 
the James Kerr, of Liverpool, which has 
just sailed for Calcutta. This vessel is built 
of stecl, nnd is about 3,600 tons dead weight. . 
She is rigged og a four-masted barque, All 
the spars are of steel, and there are double 
topgallant and topsuil yards. The yards on 
all three masts are of the same relative size, 
so that a spare topgullant sail can be bent 
on either the fore, main or mizzen topgallant 
yard. Another feature is the employment 
of small capstans of a very ingenious make, 
whereby the heavy topsail yards, weighing 
some four tons apiece, can be hoisted by five 
men in about ten or eleven minutes, For- 
morly setting the topsails required all hands 
at the hallierds. Now it only takes one 
third of the watch on deck. These capstans 
are not worked by handspikes, but are 
turned by winch handles; they have a fast 
and slow speed corresponding to a greater 
or Jess power exerted, 


What has for some time past boon admit- 
ted by the most advanced ship builders, viz., 
the superiority of twin screws over side 
wheels in deep water propulsion, has just 
been ably demonstrated over a 56-mile 
courso, The agents of the Fall River line 
recently sent a challenge to the New Haven | 
line to test the speed of their fast bonte. 
The challenge was accepted, and it was de- 
cided the race should be between a point 
near Stratford Shoals and Fort Schuyler, a 
distance of 56 miles.

The great value of thoroughness is under- 
stood and uppreciated by just about one or 
two young men ont of every ten in businers 
lite today, The tendency with the average 
young man ia to ‘rush’ things to get a thing 
through, no matter how itis done, It isnot 
at all surprising to me why some young men 
do not succeed in business when I see the 
methods they adopt to attain success. ‘They 
Want to succerd but they do not want to do 
the work necessary for success, They want 
large salaries, good positions, but short hours

IN A RUSSIAN FOUNDLING asyL 


Babies as Observed by a Travel) 
jean Clergyman. 


Accompanied by a young Englis 
thieiapoletirated foutaikig peas 
which has attracted so much attraction, 
My companicn spoke French, which we 
found a great help. After being shown 
through the rcoms and corridors by soldier- 
like-looking men, we were placed in charge 
of a pleasant little lady in black, who aitke 
French, and whose first question was, “Do 
you wish tosea the legitimate or lle giti- 
mate children “Both,” we replied, 

We were immediately shown babies in 
such quantities that it seemed as though 
there must have been a shower of them from 
the clouds. Ve passed through building 
after building, and every foot of space 
seemed to be covered by a baby. At last 
we were shown into the receiving room 
where we observed, sitting in a circle, 
about fifty mothers, each holding a fresh 
baby. The average number taken in each 
day is from sixty to seventy-five, 

As we entered the room “Next” was 
called out—or a word that was the Russian 
equivalent—and the first mother in line 
walked with her infant up to the desk, By 
the side of the desk stood an assistant, who 
took the baby, placed it upon a large pillow 
and then procecded at once to undress it, 
throwing its old clothing into a basket. 
After the last rag is removed it is placed in 
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the hands of another assistant, who puta it 
on the scales and calls out to the woman 
standing at the desk who keeps the records 
the exact weight of the child. She also 
measures the child, its heighth, breadth, 
circumference of the head, &c. A number 
on a card is given to the child, attached to 
a string which encircles the neck, Then 
this mite of flesh is wrapped in a napkin, 
and handed to another assistant who gives 
ita warm bath. If it has not shown its 
lung power before, it makes a display of it 
now. Sobbing, dripping, and screaming it 
comes from the bath, and is handed to still 
another assistant who, having wiped it dry, 
places it on top of a bundle of napkins and 
wraps it up. At each fold of the napkins 
we noticed the sobs leasened, and as the 
last tuck is made under its tiny chin the 
last sob has died away, and the little thing 
pa enn, happy, and noiseless as a 
sunbeam. It is then handed to the last as- 
sistant, who places it in ita cradle. The 
baby knows not when we strangers go for it 
sleeps, it ‘‘is sleeping!” 

It is wonderful the dexterity shown in 
the handling of these babies. It reminded 
me of poultry I have seen handled, where 
thousands were picked, dressed, thrown 
about, and prepared for market in a re- 
markably short yey of time. This asylum 
is only for wee infants, for as soon as they 
have grown out of their napkins they are 
shipped into the country to make room for 
fresh arrivals. Some women deposit as 
many as three or four of their infants there. 
It is beyond my comprehension how that 
great genius and powerful philosopher and 
teacher, Jean Jacques Rosseay, could jus- 
tify his act in sending five of his children to 
a foundling asylum. If he and Therese 
could do so, I suppose it is not surprising 
that the poor peasants of Russia do like- 
wise. I still think of the first question 
which was asked us, ‘Do you wish to see 
the legitimate or illegitimate children ?” 
They certainly looked alike to me; and I 
hardly think our Heavenly Father will 
make any distinction over there, 

Statistics will show, however, that Rus- 
sia lins fewer illegitimate children than 
most other nations. Greece heads the list 
for legitimate children. ‘The percentage of 
illegitimate births to total births, accord- 
ing to Mulhall, is as follows; Greece, 1.6; 
Treland, 2.3; Russia, 3.1; Netherlands, 
3.5; England, 4.5; Switzerland, 4.6; Can- 
ada, 5.0; Spain and Portugal, 5.5; Italy, 
6.8; Belgium, 7.0; United States, 7.0; 
France, 7.2; Germany, 8.4; Norway, 8.5; 
Scotland, 8.9; Sweden, 10.2; Denmark, 
11.2; Austria, 12.9.—Church Union,

for an exactefable of the sources of supply 
of every category of article consumed by us 
would fill pages with arithmetic. General 
indications will serve all the purposes in 
view here. 

The United States stand first in the long 
catalogue of our purveyors, for we spend 
some $47,000,000 with them every year, 
while Germany, Who comes second in the 
list, takes only $13,000,000 from us (two- 
thirds of which are for sugar). France and 
Russia receive only $10,000,000 each. 
Austria absorbs $8,000,000, Denmark neatly 
as much, while a herd of other countries 
stand in for a lengthy variety of lessening 
sums. Our position toward the United 


States “gives to think,” as the French put } 


if, for we ure drawing from them more than 
a quarter in value, and probably as much in 
weight, ef our entire food import, a fact 
which opens the door to eventualities tt 
it rand be unpleasant to have to face. 

We get from them (the ratios merit to be 
mentioned rapidly, notwithstanding their 
dryness) 87 per cent. of the wheat yre buy, 
nourly 75 per cent. of the flour, 60 per cent. 
of the maize ; nearly all the oatmeal, lard 
and salt beef ; two-thirds of the live oxen, 
about 90 per cent. each of the bacon and 
hams, seven-eighths of the fresh beef, 45 
per cent. of the cheese, nearly m quarter of 
the salted and preserved f 80 per cent. 
of the preserved meats, 20 percent. of the 
apples, 16 per cent. of the honey, and an 
undetermined quantity of tinned fruits and 
vegetables. We stand toward the United 
States, as regards these supplies, in a posi- 
tion which is not merely commercial, but 
which has—or may have—a serious politi- 
cal aspect as well. On tho principle of for- 
rotting to-morrow, We are right to take our 
broad. and cheese and bacon wherever we 
can find thom cheapest; but neither the 
necessity which forces us to geb half our 
nourishment from somewhere, nor the mna- 
terial advantage (so long as it endures) of 
thinking only of to-day, in any way obliges 
us to buy a qu r of that half from one

Why Men Go Grey. 

Each hair.of the head (writes a medical 
authority) has ascparate root. The root 
is a bulb-like nodule situated a trifle below 
the fat cells, Its office is to collect, to 
store, and to discharge nutriment to the

individual hair, Each hair is furnished 
with a capillary-like tube, called the medul- 
la, running from the root to the extremity. 
The nourishment required for the informal 
support and growth of the hair is distribut- 
ed by means of the medulla. The root is 
supplied with its food material by a net- 
work of small blood vessels. Throughout the 
medulla and cortex of the hair is distributed 
avariablequantity of pigment, whichgivesthe 
color to the hair. This pigment is of various 
hues, and hence we have what is known as 
red hair, auburn, brown, black, ete. The 
hair turns grey owing to the disappearance 
of the pigment, and to the medulla develop- 
ing numbers of air-cells in its place, which 
reflect the light in such a manner as to 
cause the appearance of ‘‘grey hair.” A 
hair may begin to turn grey in any part, 
owing to a certain amount of the pigment 
being irregularly distributed. For instance, 
one portion of the hair may consist of the 
air-cells, while another portion may retain 
the pigment. Tho disappearance of the pig- 
nient ig brought about by mal-nutrition. 
Mal-nutrition {8 cansed by ‘anything which 
lias the effect of diminishing the blood- 
supply to the roots, or may be attri- 
butable to some defect in the root 
or the hair itself. The microscopic 
canal, which conveys the jutriment from 
root to extremity, may become clogged, 
and thus the fertilizing ingredients cut off 
from their natural destination. Bodily 
weakness, ill-health, and anything which 
interferes with the normal circulation of 
the blood, may thus give rise to grey hair. 
Mental strain, prolonged study, grief, or 
anxiety by diminishing the blood-supply in 
the network of veins mentioned, robs the 
hair roots of their nourishment, and grey- 
ness results, Another, which may be de- 
scribed as the external cause, is brought 
about by a want of attention to the scalp. 
It is necessary to the proper growth and 


preservation of tho hair that the 
skin should be kept in a healthy 
condition. Dy the use of greasy and oi 


substances, such as pomades, hair oils, &¢ 
the pores of theskin become clogged. Ven- 
tilation is thus cut off, and the pores are 
unable to excrete the effete matter which 
accumulates beneath them, and the hair 
suffers in consequence. And, again, free 
circulation of air along the surface of the 
scalp is often prevented by the accumula. 
tion of dust and scurf, which is brought 
about by a too sparing allowance of soap 
and water, and hence the essential supply 
of external nourishment is cut off, and the 
hair droops and fades,

examples of clerical families. In some 
casos these families, having inherited the 
presentation of a living, have, very natur- 
ally, brought up one of their members in 
holy orders to keep the benefice in the fam 
ily. In others, doubtless, a strong theo- 
logical bias has almost forced its members 
to enter the church; and it has even been 
suggested that these clerical families have 
inherited from the ancestors sermons, and

One of the oldest of the clerical families 
is the Collins family, of Cornwall, This 
was founded at the Reformation by one of 
the earlicat of the married priests, a certain 
Edward Collins, who was instituted rector 
of logan in 1533, He and his descendants 
were rectors of the same place for the next 
151 years, a break of twelve yeurs except- 


ed. Vor five generations the clerical descent 
of this family runs from father to son; then 
for two gencrations from uncle to nephew ; 
then o father and son ; diverging from the 
main line it goes for two generations from 
uncle to nephew, who is now living—thus 
making a total of cloven generations each 
reprosented by one or more clergymen, For 
® period of over 350 years some momber of 
the Collins family has been in holy orders, 
The Collins family has been connected with 
the Church for half a century longer than 
the Nowsome family, to which, however, it 
must yield the palm as regards the distinc. 
tion attaiged by its mombers.—Chambers’ 
Journal.

“EXPERIMENTAL FORESTRY. 


What is being done in Manitoba and the 
Northwest Torritorics, 


Bosidos diatributing the foreigu trees last 
year, arrangomoats wero made through the 
Maniteba and Northwest branch farms 
whoreby a large quantity of the different 
kinds of mative treo seods were collested 
and shipped to Ottawa for distributing pur- 
poses. Oud of these there wore sent 89 
packages ef oak (acern) to the Nerthwost 
berriterios, 204 packagos of black GU 
sood, 767 Package each of box, elder am 
ash seed. TheNorthwest recoived about 
an oqial number of packages, mak- 
ing a total of 3,468 packages. With 
each package of seeda as well as with each 
of forest trees, a ciroular was mailed givin, 
instructions fer planting, cultivating and 
after cara. I might say that this work of 
distributing forest trees is only following ap 
a line of experiment inaugurated o year 
before; so that we now have two years 
experience on the same work, So far two 
facts aro clearly demonstrated: 1. That if 
is best to begin with the native trees of the 
country such as box elder and green ash; 
2. That under the shelter of these, other 
varieties not #0 vjgorous and Tess hard¥ 
as they may be gtown with comparative 
ease. 

The effects of forestry on the climate of 
a country are nearly all beneficial ; such as 
more equal distribution of rainfall. ‘This is 
one of the most important points to be 
considered ; another is the regulation of the 
temperature, by this I mean prevention in 
a measure of extremes, the possibilities ef a 
sudden rise or fall in the temperature— 
changes so frequent in prairie districta— 
may ho lessened. Then again evaporation 
from the soil is very much reduced, There 
isa vast difference between the condition 
on the surface of the bare and uncovered 
soil, and the soil on the forest floor. A

forest fleor serves the purpose of a sponge 
im collecting and holding the moisture 
which comes down in the form of rain. The 
fine root system of the trees assists in draw- 
ing up moisture from below. As the rain 
falle it collects areund within these forest 
centers which hold and give it up gradual- 
ly, thus obviating spring torrents and 
summer freshets. Aner iet important point 
which has not been sufficiently emphasized 
in connection with forest influence is tho 
prevention of the dtrong force ef the winds, 
with their great evaporating power. The 
evaporating power of the wind is generally 
in direct proportion to its velocity. The 
greater the volecity the strenger its evapor- 
ating power. Thus we can see the value of 
shelter belts. The more protection we 
have, in the way of shelter belta the less 
anneping winds we have, and the moisture 
is taken less rapidly from the soil. There 
is no doubt that as soon as we can get in 
the Northwest a sweeping sufficient amount 
of forest area to mitigate to some extent 
the force of the winds, we will have a much 
fess rapid evaporation and much more fay- 
orable oonditions, for fruit culture and 
agricultural operations generally.—Horicul- 
turist Dominion Experimental Farms. 


Russian Apricots. 

The Russian Apricots, as a class—and 
they do not appear to differ much in vari- 
ety as far as tested here—seem to rank in 
hardiness with the Lombard plum. The 
trees lost several inches of young wood last 
winter, and also show evidence of injury to 
the stems. Alexis and Catherine appear to 
be most promising. They have good foliage 
and are vigorous growers, The soil and 
treatment depend somewhat on the stocks 
upon which these apricots are worked. 
They are doing well in many places onsandy 
loam, which tends to hasten maturing of 
the wood in the autumn, 


In advance of more extended tests, it 
would not be safe to call them ‘‘a valuable 
acquisition.” Ido not think they will be 
grown to any extent in peach-growing dis- 
tricts, and it is questionable if they are suf- 
sony hardy to do well north of the 
peach line. They bud and graft readily on 
the myrobolan and American plum. The 
latter, on account of its hardiness, I con- 
sider the most desirable stock. Crewn 
grafts on this have made a growth of from 
two to three feet since spring, when they 
were set out. Until these varieties become 
more thoroughly tested, fruit growers will 
show wisdom by planting them sparingly. — 
Horticulturist Experimental Farms.

A writer of the Horticultuaal Times ex- 
presses eurprise that honey is so seldomseen 
on the tables of the people of this country, 
Honey is at once a valuable medicine and 
food. oul air, improper ventilation, sud- 
den changes of weather, the exposure of 
lungs and throat to s damp atmosphere are 
the source of no end of throat and bronchial 
troubles. A free, regular, and constant use 
of honey is probably the best medicine for 
throat troubles there is, It is a most 
wholesome and economical substitute for 
butter, being, au a rule, half the price of 
that article, Honey is of more service in 
our cooking than mogt people imagine. 
Those who iidulge in 4 glass of grog and hot 
water on cold winter nights should try the 
effects of a spoonful of honey instead of 
sugar. The change will surprise them, Hon 
may, indeed, replace atenr ks ah barn 
in the cooking of almost any article of food. 
In rice puddings the writer invariably uses 
honey instead of sugar ; the flavor is much 
more delicious. For preserving most kinds 
of fruit, honey is far preferable to sugar, as 
it has the quality of preserving for a long 
time in a fresh state anything that may bs 
laid in it or mixed with it, and preventing 
its corruption in a far superior manner to 
sugar, Jor many medicinal purposes honey 
is invaluable. ‘To town residents who may 
bo jaded and look careworn after the excite- 
ment of late hours, when the skin becomes 
dry, red and harsh-looking, try the effects 
of rubbing gently a thin coating of honvy 
on the face before going to bed. It is one

Tho Punishment of a Soldior. 

Mr. H. C. Frick, who is at the head of 
the great Carnegie interests, was shot and 
stabbed by an anarchist on Sturday, July 
23rd. Mr. Frick has been actively concern- 
ed in the recent strikes, and has been re- 

rded by the workmen with no friendly 
ecling, although the strikers passed resolu- 
tions condemning the action of the would- 
be murderer, 

When the news of Mr. Frick’s wounding 
reached Homestead, where the Pennsylvania 
militia are encamped, a private of K Com- 
pany, Tenth Regiment, Thomas Iams by 
name, suggested that three cheers be given 
for the man who shot Mr. Frick. His re- 
mark was overheard by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Streator, who was in temporary command 
of the regiment. Colonel Streator turned 
to Private Iams, and asked him what he 
meant. Iams repeated his remark, saying 
thaa he was glad of it. 

The Colonel warned him of the danger of 
such a speech, and gave him an opportunity 
to retract ; but Iams was obstinate, and the 
Colonel walked away. 

Before long the regiment was ordered to 
assenble without arms, and the captains of 
each company called out that the man who 
suggested three cheers for Mr, Frick’s as- 
sailant should step forth. When Com- 
pany K was reached, and no one responded 
to the order, Colonel Streator said that 
he knew the man, and he might as well 
come forward. Thereupon Tams stepped 
out from the ranks. The Colonel asked 
him if he was guilty. Private Iams said 
that he was. 

At this admission the buttons were cut 
from the soldicr’s uniform, and Colonel 
Streator ordered that he be taken to the 
guard tent, attended by surgeons of the 
regiment, and strung up by his thumbs un- 
til he could stand it no longer. . This was 
done. For nineteen minutes Iams hung by 
his thumbs, his toes just touching the 
ground, while the surgeons felt his pulse, 
until it was seen that further punishment 
would be dangerous. Iams complained of 
feeling sick after this, and lay in the guard 
tent all the night. 

‘The case was reported to the higher com- 
manding officers, who approved it, General 
Snowdon, division commander, further or- 
dering that Iams should have one-half of his 
head shaved, after which he should be dis- 
honorably dismissed from the service and 
drummed out of camp. 

So, on Sunday morning at 9.30, the en- 
tire brigade assembled, and the disgraced 
private appeared. One-half of his head was 
closely sha wnd his regimentals were re- 
planes by an old shirt fa overalls.

fawkins, commanding the brigade, rode up 
to lams, and warned fim against appearing 
in camp again. 

A corporal and a file of men then came 
forward, and led the way towards the edge 
of the camp. Then came the drum corp

after him marched the regiment he had been 
expelled from. When the borders of the 
camp were reached, a freight train was

USEFUL BASKET. 


Prepared chalk and powdered orris roots 
make a nice tooth Sitti 

Dip half a lemon in salt and rub it on 
the copper boilers, brass tea kettles and 
other copper or brass utensils if you want 
them bright and new. 

It is generally known that lice is im- 
proved by dipping it into cold coffee after 
it has been washed, but not all people know 
that cold tea is as equally efficacious and 
not so darkening a dye, ~ 

Boil the brass burners of lamps once a 
month in water in which a few shavings of 
seh nave been scattered, ‘Uhen rinse well 
and dry. All the soot and greasy substance 
will have been removed by this process and 
the light will be clear and steady, 

A sure destruction of all noxious vermin 
is to apply with a paint brush a very 
strong solution of alum to furniture, or 
crevices in the wall, where the bugs are apt 
to crawl. Wet the edges of the carpet with 
it; it is perfectly safe to use and is certain 
death to the insects, 

To make a cosmetic soap take a pound of 
white Castile or Windsor soap on stir it 
on the fire with a little water. Add laven- 
der water or any other kind of essence when 
it is melted to a smooth paste, but do not 
melt it too much, Stirin a half cup or more 
of almond meal or of common oatmeal. 
Keep it in jars for use. 

To clean white satin and flowered silks, 
rub well with sifted stale bread crumbs 
mixed with a little powerdored blue. Shake 
and dust thoroughly with a clean, soft 
cloth. Stains may be removed from nearly 
all light colored silks by the application of 
4 mixture of five parts of spirits of turpen- 
tine to one of essence of lemon, then rubbed 
gently in with a linen rag. 

A silk umbrella is much injured by being 
left open todry. After coming in out of 
the rain let the umbrella down and stand it 
on the handle, that it may dry uniformly, 
the water dripping from the edges of the 
frame. 1f left open the silk becomes stretch- 
ed and stiff, and is much more apt to 
split than if the folds aro allowed to lie 


To clean a kitchen sink, dissolve some 
#al soda ina little water and scrub the 
ironwork with it, using a stiff brush in ap 
plying the first wash and a coarse cloth for 


the second. ‘Two such washings with a final 
rinsing with hot water will leave the sink 
as froo from dirt as one could wish. ‘The sal 


soda solution is also very good for cloansing 
hair-brushes:
